HE 18 LIKELY TO WIN. 
Apeciai Dispatch to The Tribune, 
Wasuineron, June 17.—The deepest interest 
was manifested in the Democratic Senatorial 
caucus held at the Capitol this morning, espe- 
cially as the silver men bad expressed them- 
selves confident of controlling votes enough to 
secure the acceptance of Mr. Bayard’s resigna- 
tion as Chairman of the’ Finance Committee. 
The attendance was the largest yet, every Sena- 
tor in the city being present, with the exception 
ot Bayard. Senator Kernan, bis colleague on 


the Committee, was in attendance, but took no 


part in the discussion. The proceedings were 
opened by Mr. Thurman, Chairman of the Con- 
ciliation Committee, who submitted a verbal 
report of the majority, the latter consist- 
ing of Mr. McDonald and himself. . The 
report was to the effect that, 
after several conferences with Bayard, that 
gentleman had positively refused to recall his 
letter of resignation, unless bis party asso- 
ciates would desist from: further attempts to 
overrule the action of the Finance Committee 
on the Warner bill.

He counselea harmony and concord, and said he 
regretted that anything had occurred to disturb 
the tranquillity of the barty.

That sum would doubtless purchase double the 
amount of stationery actually used by most 
members, as they are able to purchase it at the 
stationery-rooms of the two Houses at the 
actual cost as purchased from the wholesaler. 
After a while this allowance was presumed to 
be made for every session: instead of for the 
whole Congress; and now the Democrats, as 
greedy for the last doliar which ther can 
priate to themselves as they are enthus in 
reducing the wages of clerks, laborera, 
and charwomen, put ameodmeut 
voting themselves each for 
the extra session. This takes some $48,000 from 
the Treasury. Of course it was passed, and 
there was no recorded vote on the question. 

There seldom is oa matters of that sort. The 
Legislative bill, with the new matter in it, now 
goes to the Senate for concurrence or fson-Con- 
currence, and the difference between the two 
Houses will probably be speedily settled by a 
Committee of Conference. 

IN THE HOUSE. 
SOME LIVELY TALK.

Wasuinoton, D. C., June 17.—A large part 
of the day was occupied in the House by a two 
hours’ spéech from Mr. McLane, of Maryland, 
on a bill reported from the so-called Civil-Service 
Committee, which profeases to be in the interest 
of Civil-Service A greater bumbug 
never proceeded even from s Democratic com- 
mittee.

There will be more 
heard on this subject if the session lasts long 
enougb, as the Republicans are to keep the bill 
in the morning hour. 

: ANOTHER ATTEMPT 

was made to bring up the test-oath repeal prop- 
osition, but the Republicans opposed it, inas- 
much as practically the same proposition 
already is contained in‘the Judicial Appropria- 
tion bill, and the Republicans prevented consid- 
eration by breaking a quorum, and the House 
adjourned.

And at the seme time we wish to 
place on record our eratitude to that gentleman, 
and to the authorities of the Department to 
which you are attached, for the liberality they 
have shown in granting you permission to stay 
at Washington for the completion of this and 
other important works upon which you have now 
been so long and so ‘usefully engaged. 

The want of indexes to the ever-increasing 
mass of Zoological literature has long been felt 
by all workers in every departmept of that 
science; but the enormous labor of compilation 
has hitherto deterred many from undertaking a 
task soappailing. it is with no small satis- 
faction that we recognize your readiness to de- 
vote yourself to work of this pature.

Anprews on Our 
Commerce with Ouba, Porto Rico, and 
Mexico,” which justifies by the statistics it 
presents the position which Taz Txisunz 
has taken of late years in regard to the weak- 
ness shown by the American Government in 
submitting to the injustice and discrimina- 
tion practiced by Spain against American in- 
terests. It is difficult to read an account of 
the outrages committed upon American ship- 
ping from time to time under the sanction 
of Spanish authorities in Ouba, in addition 
to the uniform discrimination of the Spanish 
tariff, without feelmg that immediate and 
summary measures should be adopted to 
secure better respect for the American flag 
and fairer treatment of American trade-in- 
terests. g 

In a commercial way itis a palpable in- 
justice that the richest of the West-India 
Islands, lying directly in the course of the 
coasting trade between New York and the 
American Gulf ports, should be cut off from 
American trade as completely as if it were 
located in the Mediterranean Sea The 
Island of Cuba is 700 miles long by 80 miles 
wide ; it is six ‘times as large ag the State of 
Massachusetts ; it has resoarces which would 
sustain a population of 12,000,000 people, 
but has ah actual population of not more 
than 2,000,000 because of the policy which 
Spain, as the dominant Government, pursues 
toward it; its noarest neighbor and best cus- 
tomer is the United States, and yet Spanish 
laws prevent the Cuban people from buy- 
ing from this country the commodities 
which they must import and which 
they could procure at lower prices from 
Ameriea than elsewhere. We buy from Cuba 
$50,000,000 worth of sugar alone every 
year; Cuba and Porto Rico consume 512, 
000,000 worth of flour annually, but pur- 
chase less than $300,000 worth of that 
flour from the United States, though wheat 
is not raised on the islands. The unequal 
condition of things, injurious alike to the 
people of Cuba and the people of the United 
States, is owing to the Spanish tariff, which 
is practically probibitory as far as this coun- 
try is concerned, Average American flour, 
manufactured from wheat raised in the 
Northwest, can be delivered at Havana for 
about $6 a barrel, and there it encounters 
an import duty of $6.12 u barrel, or actually 
more than the price of the flour with freight 
added. It is not surprising, under these 
conditions, that more flour is shipped every 
week from Minneapolis than is exported from 
the United States to Cuba during an entire 
year. There is the same sort of discrimination 
against American provisions of all kinds, 
against cotton goods, boots and shoes, wood- 
en-ware, cuilery, and the entire class of 
household and living commodities which 
America can furnish Cuba at lower rates 
than can be obtained from other countries. 
In the single item of cotton goods, Great 
Britain ships to Cuba and Porto Rico sixty 
times as much as those islands import from 
the United States. , 

This Spanish discrimination against Am er- 
ican products is brought about by duties 
levied upon articles imported into Cuba 
„from foreign ports in foreign vessels.” 
The purpose is accomplished in this way 
just as effectively as if the law expressly put 
American goods under the ban, because the 
geographical location of the United States is 
such that we can supply Cuba more cheaply 
under a system of commercial freedom than 
any other country, but also such that it is 
impracticable to ship first to Spanish 
ports in order to evade the excessive 
duties. This system of discrimination 
has always been practiced by Spain 
against the United States. Mr. Anparws 
tells us that Wasurxcron complained of it 
in a communication to Congress as long ago

A MEAN EXHIBITION OF SPITE. 

The Democratic fight at Washington has 
dwindled down to a disgraceful exhibition of 
petty malice, unworthy of the respect or co- 
operation of full-grown men. It was pro- 
posed at first to refuse all appropriations for 
the support of the army, and for the support 
of the civil, executive, legislative, and judi- 
cial branches of the Government, uniess the 
President would surrender his constitutional 
authority, and would consent to the repeal of 
certain laws providing for honest elections 
and honest returns of elections for members 
of Congress. The President, however, re- 
fused to submit to these demands; he ref&sed 
to surrender his constitutional rights and 
authority, and, exercising both, compelled 
the two Houses of Congress to either 
pass the «appropriations, or take the 
responsibility of starving the Government. 
After three months of contention, 
has at last passed the Army bill and the Civil 
Appropriation bill, but in se doing has un- 
dertaken to practice an act of petty malice 
for which there is no apology. 

It has taken from the General Civil Appro- 
priation bill all the appropriations for the 
support of the Judiciary of the United 
States, and has proposed a separate bill mak- 
ing appropriations for the expenses of all 
the Courts, for the pay and mileage of jurors 


‘and witnesses, for the pay of Marshals and 


Deputies, for the lightumg and heating of 
courtrooms, for the supply of sta- 
tionery, and for all the ordinary ex- 
penses of operating the Courts. To 
this bill it has attached all the political legis- 
lation which wag originally included in the 
other bills, and this bill it offers to the 
President for approval, well knowing that 
he has already vetoed the other bills because 
of his objection to this legislation. This 
bill is to be passed and presented to the 
President with the distinct notice that, unless 
he approve it, with the political legislation 
included, Congress will adjourn without 
making any appropriation for these pur- 
poses. 

The “revolution ” proposed. by the Dem- 
ocrats in Congress has therefore shriveled 
to the proportions of refusing to make an 
appropriation to carry on the Courts of the 
country. After the Ist of July every Oir- 
cuit and District Court of the United States 
must close its business. Will these geatle- 
men explain how the closing of the United 
States Courts will punish the President? 
The Courts are no part of the Executive 
Department. They are no branch of. the 
political government, The Courts are not 
Democratic or Republican. They are purely 
that branch of the Government established 
to perform certain judicial functions for the 


mass of the people. Suitors and litigants 


are not Republicaus or Democrats. 
Plaintiffs and defehdants do not have 
partisan controversics in the Courts. There 
are judicial questions pending before these 
Courts of the highest magnitude. States, 
cities, counties, and the various municipal 
governments are plaintiffs and defendants. 
The great corporations of every kind are 
plaintiffs and defendants. Citizens of dit. 
ferent States are parties to pending suits. 
Vast amounts of property are held by Re- 
ceivers and others under the authority of 
these Courts. So vast is this business that 
all these Courts, District and Circuit, may 
be said to be in daily session throughout the 
year, and are still crowded with business. 
They are exclusively tribunals to settle the 
controversies, adjust the differences, and to 
enforce and protect the rights and proper- 
ties of the whole people. How then 

closing. of these Courts 
„ puni the President? How can 
the suspension of the Judicial Depart- 
ment of the Government punish the Repub- 
licans any more than it will the Democrats? 
How ean it accomplish anything except to 
derange the whole business of the country, 
and work incalculable injury to private 
rights and interests? It was the boast of 
the ill-mannered and ill-tempered boy, who, 
when he found he could not master his op- 
ponent, that if he could not whip the other 
lad he could make mouths at his sister. 
And to this level of petty malice have Bar- 
agp and Tuba, Voorners and Brox, 
Rawpatt and Cox, Ben HILL and Buack- 
BuRN, descended.

THE HON. W. X M’ALLISTER AS APPEL- 
LATE JUDGE. 


The Supreme Court of Illinois has reor- 
ganized the Appellate Oourts of the State, 
and has assigned to the Oourt for this dis- 
trict Judges Barrer, McA.uisteR, and Isaac 
G. Wurson. Judge Barer was a member of 
the Court under the last appointment, and 
Judge Wuson, of Kane, and Judge Mor- 
LISTER, Of this county, take the places of 
Judges Munrnx and Pugasants. 

The assignment of Judge MoAL urn to 
the Appellate Court isa proper recognition 
of the legal ability of that gentleman, and is 
a deserved tribute to his long service on the 
Bench, a portion of which was rendered as a 
Justice of the Supreme Court.. Perhaps 
there is no Judge now on the Bench better 
fitted by experience and by natural taste 
and qualifications to sit as a member of an 


Appellate Oourt. It is no disrespect to 


Judge MoAu.isrer to say that he is far bet- 
ter qualified to hear and determine eppeals 
than he is to hold a nisi prius court. His 
health is, unfortunately, not strong, and 
therefore to some extent unfite him for 
the severe labors of holding a daily court 
with its excitements, while his recognized 
powers of review commend him as a valua- 
ble Judge of a court of appeals, 

Judge MoAuzistm will find in the new 
Oourt what will doubtless be accepted by him 
as a relief, -an exemption from the persistent 
practice of the criminal class of swearing 
their cases away from all the other Judges 
on the false plen of prejudice, and 
taking them before him. The impres- 
sion has become general athong these people 
that to be tried by him is a great step 
‘towards an acquittal, and hence the practice 
of swearing out a change of venue on the 
alleged grounds of prejudice from all the 
other Judges to Judge Mamma. This 
practice will no longer avail, because the du- 
ties of the Judge will hereafter be confined 
to the Appellate Court, as the business of 
that Court will oceupy all his time. We 
have no doubt that, while Judge McAtzts- 
TER is not a man toshrink from or evade any 
official responsibility, he will find it a relief 
to have no criminal cases to try hereafter, 
and will be relieved from whatever imputa- 
tion which may be implied in the expressed 
preference of the criminal class to be tried 
by him, rather than by any of the other 
Judges of this county. 

The Legislature at the last session amend- 
ed the law in regard to appeals to the Ap- 
pellate Court in criminal cases, so that here- 
after all appeals and writs of error in cases 
above the grade of a misdemeanor will be 
taken direct from the Criminal to the Sus 
preme Court, and not to the Appellate Court, 
as the practice was beginning to be under a 
construction of the Appellate Court act, and 
great damage to criminal justice was being 
done thereby. Appeals in criminal cases will 
only be taken hereafter to the Appellate 
Court when they me below the grade ot 
felony. 

No person has ever questioned Judge Mo- 
Atrisrer’s legal learning and ability, or his 
personal integrity, and the Bar and general 
public will rejoice that in the new Court to 
which he has been assigned he will have an 
opportunity of rendering more valuable 
service to the public in the discharge of his 
judicial duty than he could be able to render 
while on the Circuit Bench.

AFFAIRS IN EASTERN ROUMELIA. 

The ceremony of the formal investiture of 
Axxo Pasha as Governor-General of Eastern 
Roumelia is not only full of interest as mark- 
ing the creation of a new and semi-inde- 
pendent State, but also as showing how 
thoroughly that State, which but a short 
year ago was an integral part of Turkey 
proper and completely dominated by Turkish 
ideas and Mohammedan influences, bas 
swept them away and adopted the Bulgarian 
customs and institations. 

The new Governor was installed on the 
goth of May at Philhppopolis, and, previous 
to the official ceremony, was received by 
Bulgarian troops, commanded by a Bulga- 
rian General, and the bands played only the 
national Bulgarian hymns and marches, The 
opening feature of the programme was the 
reading of two Imperial firmans ordering the 
execution of the organic sta of Esstern 
Roumelia, and appointing Arexo Pasha as 
Governor-General, and these, though written 
in Turkish, were read in Bulgarian. As a 
sample of the instructions which the Sultan 
gives his Viziers, the following extracts from 
one of the firmans will be interesting: 

My Imperial Divan transmits to you the pres- 
ent decree with your appointment, in order that 
by your renowned experience and wisdom you 
may introduce, in accordance with the provisions 
of the statute of the said province, good adminis- 
tration: that you may employ all your efforts for 
the welfare of my subjects; that you may most 
carefully watch that nothing be done contrary to 
my Imperial will and to the provisions of the law. 
and that thus you may austment and still further 
strengthen my Imperial confidence and the good 
opinion I have of you; and that you will de care- 
ful always to jnform my Sublime Porte of every- 
thing which shall be vecessary.” 

After the reading of the Imperial firmans, 
the Chief Chancellor of the Governor-Gen- 
eral read a manifesto from the latter, also in 
Bulgarian, which was signed not with the 
Turkish form, Arzxo Pasha,” but with the 
Bulgarian ALA Vocortpss,” and 
dated, notin the Turkish style, the 25th 
Die, maze, el evel 1296.“ but in the Western 
style, May 18, 1879.“ This manifesto, 
while it recognized upon the surface the ad- 
vanteges granted by the Porte, was strongly 
anti-Turkish in its sentiment, and assured 
the people that no Turkish troops would be 
allowed to cross the frontier except in ac- 
cordance with the provigions of the Treaty 
of Berlin. 

The strong Bulgarian sentiments of Auxxo 
Pasha were manifested not only by his dis- 
carding the fez, which ig the symbol of the

His action raised a storm of indignation in 
the Porte, and the Sultan sent a peremptory 
order to Azexo Pasha that the flag should be 
hoisted and kept hoisted ; but, having the 
authority of the Commission to fall back 
upon, he has paid no attention to the order. 
A still more serious difficulty has arisen,—all 
the more serious because it threatens to con- 
flict with that provision of the treaty which 
confers on the Sultan the right of appoint- 
ing the officers of the militi. The latter 
have already commenced to agitate for the 
removal of Gen. Vrrauts, whe was appoint- 
ed by the Sultan, and in favor of a native 
Commander-in-Ohief.’ By this step the Bul- 
garians hope to get the control of the mative 
forces into their own hands, and to secure the 
nilitia against any change of organization. 

Instances like these show the illusory 
nature of the Sultan’s authority, and the 
barren sceptre which he wields in Eastern 
Roumelia. More than this, they are straws 
that show the general political drift of the 
new Administration and of the people, in- 
dicating that this drift is setting strongly 
towards a union of the Bulgarians south of 
the Balkans with those north of them. Such 
a union, though itis not contemplated or 
anywhere recognized in the Treaty of Berlin, 
would be the natural and logical outcome of 
the Russo-Turkish war, and its accomplish- 
ment can only be a matter of time. Its 
one of the steps, and perhaps the most im- 
portant, leading to the permanent peace of 
Southeastern Europe.

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“THE OKOLONA SIATES.” 

The St. Louis Republican says, as soberly 
as if it expected some one to believe it : 

‘* Inasmuch as the Okolona Southern States is 
printed wholiy for Republican consumption, has 
none but Republicans on its subscription list, and 
u copied only by Republican papers, the con- 
clusion is irresistible that the Republican leaders, 
who have this enterprise in charge. believe that 
their party contains a good many idiots.

Their utterances were copied all over the South 
with editorial indorsement, except in the case 
of a few editors in some of the larger cities, 
who contented themselves with copying the 
stuff, but were afraid to editorially indorse 
it, for fear of injuring the prospects of the 
Dewocratic party in the North. The Okolona

class of Copperheads who used to take

The St. Louis Repudlican id too far North 
to indorse its sentiments, which are the 
sentiments of the Southern Bourbons, not 
only in the extreme South, but even in Mis- 
sour. Asa matter of fact, thé St. Louis Re 
publican is not in any sense an organ of 
Southern Democracy or any other kind of 
Democracy. It has always been repudiated 
by the Missouri Democracy, and its candi- 
dates have always been defeated. South of 
St. Louis and heyond the reach of all North- 
ern influences, the Bourbon papers sbare 
the sentiments of the Okolona States, the 
difference being that for policy’s sake they 
only think what the States openly utters, 
In this respect it is the most honest paper 
in the South.

God's Country, and Otherwise Kuown as the 
Btate of Ohio—The Home of the Truly Good 
Deacon Smitu, but the Favorite Stamp- 
ing-Ground of the Horned Devil—Sodom 
and Gomorrah Retire with a Blazing Blush— 
Scratch an Obioan and Find a Turk—Dia- 
bolism in All the Hideous Forms of Satan’s 
Iniquity—Song Subjects that the Peaceful 
Sengerfest May Transfer to He Own Choir 
A Villainous Smell of Sulphur.” The 
broadside is also illustrated, and we have a 
woodcut, the execution of which is almost as 
horrible a crime as any in Mr. Warrerson’s

The limitation rule of the Council—an excel- 
lent one when applied to Lawler, who, without 
it, would talk, and talk, and talk, and talk, and 
talk—sometimes cuts off rem which are of 
interest. This was the case with the speech of 
Ald. Dixon Monday night in urging the passage 
of his resolution calling on the Mayor for the 
meaning of his circular to the heads of Depart- 
ments, directing them to restrict expenses to 75 
per cent of the tax-levy for 1879, and 
also for his Ho nor's construction of the 
law limiting the issuance of scrip. In his 
remaras, Ald. Dixon asserted that there was no 
necessity for reducing either the number of em- 
ployes or their salaries, but the rule referred to 
above preciuded him from giving the facts upon 
which the assertion was based. A TRIBUNE 
reporter, therefore, sought him out yesterday, 
and asked him to conclude his speech. 

„The law provides.“ he began, that the city 
authorities shall not issue scrip to the amount 
of more than 75 per cent of the total tax-levy. 
The total tax-levy for 1879 is $3,776,450. Now 
75 per cent of that is $2,832,338. Last year, 
when the tax-levy was about the same, and 
there was an empty Treasury, Mayor Heath is- 
sued in round numbers only $1,900,000 in scrip, 
or about 50 per cent of the levy. This year 
Mayor Heath paid in cash the first quarter’s 
salaries of all the employes except the school- 
teachers,—money he had saved; and, when he 
went out of office, be left enough to pay an- 
other month’s salaries in cash, and three-quar- 
ters of a million in money to the 
credit of the different Depertments. Mayor 
Harrison came in in May. The tax- 
levy, as I said, amounts to $3,776,450. If Mayor 
Heath could get along the whole of last year— 
employing the same number of men as now 
by drawing only $1,900,000 in scrip, and a com- 
pliance with the law limiting the issue this year 
to 7 cent of the tax-levvy will yield 
$2,832,888 for eight months, I want to know

for reducing the working force, or for cutting 
down salaries. But, aside from this, there are 
items im the Appropriation bill aggregating 
$1,690, against which there is no need for 
drawing little if any scrip.”

All that is necessary to enable them 
to raise money to pay expenses, if they require 
it, is to issue estimates setting forth that they 
are entitled to so much. They could 
assign them, as they would assigpd scrip, and get 
them discounted at the banks, or could borrow 
money on them. They are just ag good collateral 
as ecrip.”’

$60,000. That will not be done until next year.’

But say one-balf 
of that is expended, Mayor Harrison, for eignt 
months, would have $2,000,000, which was as 
much as Mayor Heath had (counting the cash 
receipts) to keep the machinery moving for twelve 
months, and Mayor Harrison certainly can’t 
give us a better Administration than Mayor 
Heath did. Then there is another thing. 
The law requires that scrip for only 
per cent o the whole tax-levy shall 
be issued. It says nothing aboutitems. What 
is to prevent the drawing of 95 per cent st 
the Police Fund and 95 per cent against the 
Fire Fand? That could be dene safely, for this 
year 10 per cent was added for deficiencies. 
fhe items I have given you, if not wholly 
dr6pped, could be cut so as to keep the issue of 
scrip within the law.“

Dr. Kohler Declines to Have It 
That Way.

Over the portals to thé main entrance of the 
Temple of Sinai Cong on is cut the inserip- 
tion, „Mine bouse shall be called a house of 
prayer for all nations.“ 

In the lecture-room of the Temple of Sinal 
Congregation, judging from the proceedings at 
a meeting of the congregation held last evening, 
the foregoing inscription apparently doesn’t 
always apply. * 

The meeting referred to was a specia) meeting 
of the congregation, called by the Secretary, 
and by the order of the President, “ for the pur- 
pose of taking action on the resignation of the 
Rev. Dr. Kohler, and for the transaction of 
such other business as may be brought before 
said meeting.“ Ow to the prominence 
given Dr. Kohler's résignation in yester- 
day’s ‘Trisunz, together with the full 
statement of hig views on the subject of the 
church’s financial difficulti¢és and its failure to 
properly support the Sabbath and Sunday sery- 
ices, the meeting was an unusually large one, 
and, as the proceedings révealed, a somewhat 
excited one. ‘ 

It was called to order shortly after 8 o'clock 
by the President of the Cougregatlon, Mr. M. 
Selz, who, in that connection, proceeded to state 
the objects for which it was held somewhat 
more fully than they were set forth in the call. 
The principal business, he said, was to decide 
about accepting the resignation, and, 
if aceepted, when it should take 
effect. “There are questions con- 
nected with this,“ de continued, “ which 
I do not kuow that it is for the President to 
state. The Voctor has hig views, and I presume 
the meeting has its, The Doctor believes that 
be has not broken his contract, and that be has 
the right to resign at any time, but that the 
congregation is bound tor ten years. Before 
reading the Wer I deem it proper to 
state the condition of airs in this congrega- 
tion. It found itself a little while agoina 
financial strait. But, with the liberality of its 
members, it got over that, It is pow in a relig- 
ious crisis, according ta the view I take, caused 
by indifference to our religious duties, This is 
etnbraced as one of the feasons why the Doctor 
has resigned. It is caused by 

DISSENSIONS, DIFFERENCES OF OPINION, 
as is too well known to the members. But, if 
the Doctor's tion is accepted. and | pre- 
sume it will de, —I hope this congregation will 
not do without another minister. That other 
minister will naturally inquire what was the 
cause of your two previous ministers leaving, 
and ask what we waut him to do in order that 
bis position may be well aefined. Shall we 


will not sbirk their duk, but face the masic 
squarely and fairly, Itisa chronic sickness in 
this congregation that bea been hanging over us 
ſor some time. We have not lived up to our 
duties, and your humble servant includes him- 
sell amongst you. I plead guilty to that. I 
have found, when I came here on the Sabbath, 
that there was nothing but empty benches.

NOTRE DAME. 
MEETING OF s AND ALUMNI. 
The Notre Dame students and alumni held a 
special meeting last evening at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel for the purpose of making the final ar- 


rangements for a concert which they propose to 


give in McCormick Hall to raise funds toward 


the rebuilding of the institution. 

Mr. M. T. Corby was called to the chair and 
James H. Ward elected Secretary. 

Mr. J. J. Fitzgerald, Who was called upon by 
the Chair, spoke briefly in the interests of the 
University. In 1858 be had gone there, and 
what knowledge he was due to the 
training he received there without money and 
without price. He urged those nt to put 
forth all their efforts to the end that the pro- 
posed concert might bea great financial and 
musical success. 

The Rev. Father Horgan and Mr. D. J. Wild, 
of Laporte. Ind., spoke in the same strain. 

The Chairman stated in response to inquiries 
that the idea of giving & concert originated with 
a few students, who wished thus to. testify to 
their regard tor their alma mater, and at the 
same time give some material assistance in the 
work of rebuilding. A committee bad been ap- 
pointed to have general charge of the concert, 
and several sub-committees chosen to look after 
the various details. There have already been 
distributed 2,000 tickets, and it is fondly boped 
that none will be returned unsold. . As 
the concert itself, the music will de under the 
supervision of Prof. Ben Owen, and several of 
the most successful of the musical graduates of 
the University have signified their intention of 
offering their serves. 

The Very Rev. W. Corby, President of the 
University, in response to calls said that the 
large attendance expressed the warm feeling 
with which Notre Dame had inspired its 
children. Be believed that the honor of the 
alumni was at stake. It was proposed, he said, 
to rebuild the College on'a greater and better 
scale than before, and those present should be 
giad of the opportunity given them to assist in 
the work of resurrection. 

Messrs. Bail, O’Condell, Ward, and Taylor

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DEAD ANIMALsS. 
THE CONTEST BETWEEN TWO RENDERING COM- 
PANIES. 

An interesting contest for supremacy is going 
on between two renderifig establishments that 
have caused long suffeting in Chicago, and 
Tamm reporters have been sift out the 
true inwardoess Of the Abit, dH härte bröouent 
forth some facts that wifl prove of general in- 
terest. Heaith-Commissfoner DeWolf—apropos 
of the matter—was made the subject of an in- 
terview yesterday, and gave the following in- 
formation in regard to the transactions neld by 
the city with the corporations that are so 
antagonistic to each othef’s affairs: 

In February, 1877, Dr. DeWolf was appointed 
Health Commissioner, and when he entered 
upon bis duties be found that the Union Ren- 
dering Company had a contract with the city to 
remove all the dead animals within its limits 
for $8,500 a year. The Doctor made up bis 
mind that it was wrong,—that the dead avimals 
were worth more than enough for fertilizing 
purposes to pay for their removal. When the 
contract was to be relet in May, 1877, the Doc- 
tor received a bid of 83,000.—the lowest among 
others,—and the contractors did their work 
well. In May, 1878, the Union Company came 
in with a bid of $1,—a large reduction from 
$8,500,—and did the work satisfactorily at that 
figure. In May, 1879, the contract was to 
be let again, aud the Union Company but in a 
bid for $6,000, claiming that they had lost $5,000 
on the $1 arrangement. In a significant man- 
ner the Doctor related how C. C. Johnson put 
in a bid offering to remové the dead carcasses 
free of charge. The conditions of the proposals 
were that a check for $200, certified to and made 
payable to the Health Commissioner, should 
accompany each bid. A check for $200 accom- 
panied Johnson’s bid, but, singuleriy enough, 
it was made payable to C. U. Johnson, and was 
not indorsed. It was drawn on the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, and Was heid up to the gaze 
of the reporter. The Doctor found Mr. John- 
son, and ne refused to indorse the check. 
The proposal ostensibiy eame from Johnson, 
but was quite evidently mu the interest of the 
Union Rendering Compaty, whose managers 
thougut they bad the city on their $6,000 bid, 
but Dr. De Wolf reserved the right to reject 
any and all bids, and therefore reativertised. 
He got then the same bid from the Union 
Rendering Company for 86,000, and among sev- 
eral others one from Joseph Sherwin for $1.

Col uuns, O., June 16.—The time bas now 
arrived when a fair and impartial statement 
can be made and conclusions arrived at which 
may greatly aid in viewing the political feld in 
Ohio, —the chances of success as well as ad- 
vantages gained. The candidates of both the 
leading parties are now before the. people, and 
the leaders, as well as the principles of each, 
are pretty fully known to all the voters of the 
State. There is hardly a Democrat. who does 
not know that in the outset—that 18. before the 
political machine has gone to work—bis party 
has been seriously injured by the extra session 
of Congress. It is also an admitted fact that 
the Democratic Legislature at home have, by 
their reorganization schemes, done their party 
an incalculable damage. Br their mismanage- 
ment, the pubiic institutions, which had under 
Republican Admivistrations become recognized 
as models and their management as al- 
most perfection, were degraded and brought 
to such a degree of immodrality 6 to 
create a scandal which reached from one end of 
the State to the other, and to so alarm the 
Democratic Central Committee in one county 
that they demanded a legislative investigation, 
which of course was denied.

breaking up the ant-hill, Yeaving the unhappy 
victim to be slowly eaten to death by the en- 
raged ingects, who, attracted by the blood, 
tasten on the wounds iu myriads and mine into 
the body. Cetewayo was pleased to give spe- 
cific directions for this horrible punishment to 
be inflictea on Grandier, illustrating by panto- 
mime with a stabbing. assegai where cute were 
to be made in the legs, body, and arms, and fin- 
ishing by drawing the blade across his mouth, 
which meant that his lips were to be cut off.

Letter from Mrs. Ann Eliza Young to 
President Hayes, Protesting Against the 
Extension of Executive Clemency to the 
Convieted’ Bigamist, George Reynolds. 
Lockport, N. I., June 16, 1879.—70 His Fr 


last a blow has been struck 
against Mormon polygamy, by the conviction 
and sentence to fine and imprisonment, for the 
crime of bigamy. of one of the law-defying 
Mormons, George Reynolds. That it ts an et- 
fective blow, is evidenced from. the frantic ap- 
peal of George C. Cannon and the petition of 
30,000 Mormons to you to pardon this criminal, 
fairly tried and deservedly couvicted. As re- 
ported by the newspapers, Caonon is enforcing 
his appeal by threats (which is the regular Mor- 
mon style),—saying that the Mormons will not 
submit to the Government, and that they will 
“fight to the bitter end” all attempts to com- 
pel them to render obedience to the law. 

But to pardon this man, Reynolds, will give 
the Mormons the greatest of all their mapy vie- 
tories over the Government, and strengthen 
them in their determined rebellion against it. 
When, in 1862, the law under which Reynolds 
has been convicted was passed, the Mormon 
people were burried into polygamous marriages 
as fast as their leaders could coax or drive them. 
Again, when, last winter, the Supreme Court 
decided that this law was constitutional and 
could be enforced, George Q. Cannon told the 
public in Washington mat the people in Utah 
would undoubtedly submit to the decision; but 
be immediately returned to Salt Lake City and 
preached a polygamous sermon in the great 
Tabernacile,—teiling his immense audience that 
they must be faithful to their religion in spite of 
Supreme Court or Government, and show their 
independence of all earthly laws by marrying 
without delay as many wives as possible. And 
this counsel was acted upon. From the sons of 
Brigham Young down to the poorest men in the 
Church, there was open defiance of the law; 
and never bas there been so great a number of 
polygamous marriaves in the same length of 
time as since that decision was rendered. 

George Reynolds is the first criminal convicted 
and sentenced under that law. I know him 
thoroughly. He was a willifg tool for every 
machination of Brigham Young. Like nearly 
all the rest of them, he has ever been ready to 
commit any crime in the interests of the Mor- 
mou Church. Ever since my recollection, the 


leaders—and George Q. Cannon is one of them— 
have tau ht that no act is criminal if done for 
the “building up of the Kingdom.’ Reynolds 
became a polygamist of bis own free will, weil 
knowing what the law was. The Mormons 
have considered his to bea testcase. But it 
tests tue Government as well as the constitu- 
tionality of the law. I assert, with all due re- 
spect, that, if you pardon this man, you might 
as well withdraw every United States official 
from Utah, and give the Territory over to Mor- 
mon rule—and ruin. I sincerely pelieve that 
such a course will render it useless to make any 
further attempts under the forms of law to re- 
deem Utah from her sip and misery. 

To one who knows Mormonism in its actual 
workings. how sickening are the mendacious 
appealg of Cannoo and others to spare the men 
—— of the suffering their punishment would 
bring to themselves and children! I 
solemnly assure you that what these per- 
sons sav is not. true. It it were, 
it is vet the better way to destroy the evil now, 
even at a cost of pain to the women of Utah. 
Polygamy can never be brought to an end with- 
out causing saffering; but to postpone its de- 
struction will oaly make the number of suffer- 
ers larger. But the prompt and inflexible exe- 
cution of the iaw will not increase the surrows 
of the women of Utan. The well-nigh universal 
custom there is for the women to support them- 
selves and their children, and, in not a few 
cases, their husbands also. As for tha children, 
the rule is, that, if they know their®fathers at 
all, it is to hate them for being the destroyers 
of their mothers’ peace. I am not exaggerating. 
I tell you the simple, sober truth, provable by 
abundant instances. One who has always lived 
in Christian society, and who is the head ofa 
Coristiau home, can hardly eonceive how polyg- 
amy bas destroyed the manhood and the moral 
sense of those who practice it. it fills my soul 
with. indignation to sce our Goverr- 
ment parleying and com promising 
with such criminals; and I sometimes 
wonder why a voice from Heaven does 
not awaken our officials to the danger of their 
course. Can they not see from the past that 
clemency will de but a justification for increas- 
ing crime? If the law does not conquer now, it 
never can. Te permit polygamy to strengthen 
itself even for a short time, is to prepare for a 
future Administration the awial burden of a 
civil war. Slavery was permitted to crow strong 
until it could be got rid of only by the shedding 
of blood, Is it wise to permit polygamy to be- 


come established in like manner, and defy, as it 


surely will, eee and juries! 

Slavery ! hat slavery was ever worse than 
that of woman in Mormonism? I tell you, 
none! Ido not speak from hearsay; I know 
by long and terrible experience that what | 
write is true. I beseech you, by your rever- 
ence for womanhood and bome, by your love 
for wife and children, as well as by your con- 
sciousness of duty as the head of this great Na- 
tion, so far as in you lies, to use everv means to 
destroy Mormon poly y, and extirpate every 
feature of it from the land. It can bear no 
good fruits,—nothing but sin, and misery, and 
madness. 

Why should the appeals of a foul volytamist 
like George wi Cannon cause one particle of 
hesitation ? hy should they -be listened to for 
one moment? I have ksown him and his 
“family ’ for years, and I know what a brutal 
master he is to those he calis his wives,—how 
those who are not favorites suffer for the 
necessaries of life. He is shrewd, cunning, and 
insinuating, and forces himself and his false 
words op those whom he desires to make friend- 
ly to the cause.“ To one who knows this man 
as 1 do, it seems incredible that he should be 
permitted, even for a moment, to thrust bim- 
self between the President and Cabinet of this 
great Nation and acriminal convicted of Mormon 
polygamy.

The Russian and English papers bring reports 
from all parts of the Empire of the doings of 
the Nibilists and the Government. A telegram 
to the Hal) News describes the execution of 
Antonoff, Brandtner, and Osinsky, which took 
place at Kieff on the 26th ult., at 10 a. m. A 


closed prison carriage, surrounded by Cossacks, 
conveved the condemped to a field on elevated 
ground, about a verst from the prison. Two 
Greek priests and a Lutheran clergyman fol- 
lowed, although the prisoners sternly, it is even 
said savagely, refused the last religious rites. 
As hex went they were observed anxiouslv look - 
ing along the road leading to the place of execu- 
tion. This was surrounded by a regiment of 
infantry, one battalion of reserves, and a regi- 
ment of Cossacks. Bebind the square formed 
by the military a large mass of people collected, 
three scaffolds being visible from afar. When 
the condemned men descended from the van 
their prison dresses were removed and they were 
habited in long white cloaks, virtually shrouds, 
with hoods attached. They still refused all re- 
higious services. Their sentences were then 
read. Not one of them spoke. They were al- 
lowed to bid each other farewell, and they em- 
braced. Their beads were then covered with 
the hoods and their hands tied, and they were 
conducted to the foot of the seaffold. Antonoff 


mounted first, with a slow, faltering step, re- 
quiring support from the executioner. Brandt- 
ner came next. Then followed Osinsky. The 
execution lasted from seven to eight minutes. 
Tbe bodies remained banging { an hour. 
They were cut down and fell into the pits pre- 
pared for them, and were then and there buried. 


POLICE MEASURES AND THE EXILES. 


The court-martials just concluded, says a 
Russian paper, have produced iu Kleff a feeling 
of extreme melancholy. As yet the particulars 
have not been published, but we may affirm 
that in no previous examination of revolution- 
ists bave so many startling fects come to light 
as during the trials at Kieff. To our sorrow 
we see highiv-born — — women, richly eu- 
dowed with weslth, ‘Waking collec not 
only of breech-loaders, daggers, and revolvers, 
but of poisons also, to assist them in carrying 
out their diabolical schemes. The sight is more 
fit for an Orieutal country ‘than for holy Rus- 
sia. It is seterrible that we can hardly realize 
it to be true. The Sovremenni Jsvestie hears that 
the police have discovered that the Nihilists 
have been distributing subversive pamphiets in 
the streets, in sealed envelopes, pretending 
them to be * oracles of fate,“ such as are 
usually sold for five capecks by fortune-tellers 
in Russi The Policemaster has consequently 
forbidden the sale of such articles in the 
streets of the Capital. The Moscow Gazette 
pubiishes an account of the arrest of several 
students charged with creating disturbances in 
the Noviusky Pros and assaulting the po- 
lice who endeavored to effect their arrest. It 
appears that a dvornik interfered with them 
first for standing talking together in front of 
the house which he was watching, and when he 
summoned the police the students began revil- 
ing them for their tyranny, upon which thev 
were taken into custody, after asevere struggle. 
The Tobolsk journal, E ewe sans that the prie- 
ons at Lovolsk contaig) 1,250 exiles, who will 
shortly be distributed througbout Western Sibe- 
ria. ecently a distugbapce occurred io the 
principal exfle prison. Thirty inmates confined 
in one of the cells e a passage under the 
wall of the building, were about to break 
earth outside when oa ot them divulged the 
conspiracy to the Go or. Soldiers were 
thereupon sent to the cell to arrest them, and, 
the econsvirators belng obstinate, a volley was 
fired, resulting in several being wounded und 
two being killed. Later on, the vrisoners, hav- 
ing discovered the name of their betrayer, fell 
upou him and beat him to death. 
A Moscow LADY ARRESTED. 

The Golos states that a young lady,a gov- 

erness in a nooleman’s {gmily, has been appre- 


hended at Moscow im the very act of posting up 


prociamations. She was observed first to aflix 
one to the walls of the University, and on being 
followed she was arrested in Tverskoi street in 
the act of posting up another. On ber Were 
found a large number of prociamations. The 
offense took place at 2 o'elock in the morning. 
The Xieianin uoderstands that 197 persons 
have been arrested at Kieff on the charge of 
being without passports. Of these 147 are Lit- 
tle Rassviaus aud fifty Jews. Seven have been 
r_leased on bail, and the remainder are confined 
in the fortifications. Ihe Kurer Warszawski 
riuts the new regulations of the Policemaster 
or the preservation of public safety, which, it 
remarks, are identical with those promulgated 
at the beginning of the insurrection of 
1864. Every individual above the age of 
14 is ordered to furnish the authorities 
with a form giving iull particulars of 
his antecedents and career, and stating 
the amount of vroperty be possesses. It is also 
forbidden througbout Poland for individuals 
to retain weapons of. any kind in their posses- 
sion, and owners of such are at once to deliver 
them up to the polipe, under pain of imprison- 
ment and expulsion from their place of resi- 
dence. Students, public schoo! pupils, and ap- 
prentices are placed especiaily uuder the surveil- 
lance of the police, who are directed to observe 
that they do not keep late hours and consort 
with evil and suspicious persons. The Odessa 
Vestnik announces that Lubatchi and Fornitch, 
private soldiers attached the army of Bes- 
sarabia, have been condeMped to death by

the State. Ihe same paper says the police at 
Kieff have made an “‘cifective’’ seizure of revo- 
lutionary stores.. For some weeks the gend- 
armes in the Podolia district had been watching 
two suspicious individvals located at the end 
of a blind alley, and at lengtb, tancying their 
impressions justified by their actions, they sud- 
denly entered. the dwelling. In a room at 
the rear they found a portmanteau one and 
a quarter yards long and a yard deep, fitted with 
a number of little boxes, in each of when was 
stored a glass for containing pyroxolene, an ex- 
plosive which is used in the manufacture of 
Russian torpedoes, and which generallv comes 
from England. In the same portmanteau were 
500 explosive capsules, intended for juceudiary 
purposes, two daggers, four revolvers, and a 
bundie of forgedpass ports. 
MURDER OF COUNT KOSKULL. 

A correspondent, writing from St. Petersburg, 
says: The Nihilists have carried out another 
of their terrific secret sentences upon a dis- 
tinguished noble of the Russian Court. Count 
Koskull, says a correspondent. who was an in- 
timate friend of the Kinperor, connected with 
leading personages at the court, and brother to 
the Imperial Ambassador in Brazil, has been 
found dead aad cut to pieces in one of the huts 
of a villag@distgnt about fifteen versts from the 
Capital. A paper was discovered on or 
Lear the body showmg that the murder 
was the deed of a revolutionary society, 
and the fact that the watch and purse 
of the murdered man remained untouched 
upon the corpse proves that he met his death at 
no mean hands or through the prompting of no 
ordivarv motive of brutality. Weare not sur- 
prised to learn that a very painful impression 
has been created in Russian society by the crime. 
The unfortunate nobleman was only 30 years 
of age, aud the owner of vast estates. But, 
apart from the commotion arising out of per- 
sonal connections wich the victim, the striking 
of the dagger to the heart of such a. man is it- 
self an event likely to stir society of every 
grade to its depth with wonderment and fear. 
Ine unseen agency by which these awful crimes 
are effected witb such certainty, celerity, and re- 
lentlessuess kends an air of mystery to the 
course of everyday life throughout the vast 
dominions of the Czar, baying its most fatal 
issue in the great unrest and distrust that are 
its inevitable consequences. In the commonest 
transactions ef life one knows not whether one 
is not under the eye of the Familiar of the 
dreaded Council, whose sentence is as inexorable 
as the ukase of the Czar.” 

THE TRIBUNAL OF KIEFF—THE FIRES. 

The judgements of the military tribunal of 
Kieff pronounced upon the prisoners in the 
three political trials have been confirmed with 
some modifications. Mile. Lescbern, sentenced 
to death, has nad ber punishment, as already 
telegraphed, commuted into rd labor in 
Siberia for life. Atexanara alttsine, con- 
demned to four years hard labor in Siberia for 
not inform the authorities of the crimes of 
others, aud Heinrich Isbitsky condemned to a 
similar penalty, are both relieved from hard 
labor and are to be sent to Western Siberia.

THES GREAT FIRES IN RUSSIA. 


The Russian newspapers give the following 
particulars respect e fires that are taking 
place in various parts of the country. The Mos- 
cow Vedomeali states that in the house of the 
merchant Koolikova, in the Pyatmki Ward. ume 
district in which conflagrations took p on 
the 17th, eo 24th ult., bas been found a 
quantity of ‘Way saturated with voetroleum. It 
is believed that each of the conflagrations was 
the work of incendiaries. A telegram from 
Moscow in the Globe states that on the 27th ult. 
a fire took place near the Rea Gate, resulting in 
the destruction of five lodging-houses and 120,- 
000 rubies’ worth of property. The same day 
the Grand Buffet in the Petrovski Park, with 
three contiguous houses, were burned down. 
**In short,’’ concludes the telegram, ‘* Moscow is 
burning everv day.“ Thesame paper states that 
at Berditcheff fires are of constant occurrence. 
Ove took place last week and destroyed in afew 
hours fifty houses. The Seratoff Vestnik, in an 
article, speaks of the horizon as being daily 
darkened with the smoke of burning villages. 
In each case the loss is usually thirty or forty 
cottages, One con ation, however, took 
place on the 25th ult., in which 160 dwellings 
were involved in ruin Writing from Perm, 
a correspondent says that the prison there is 
full of individuals suspected of belonging to the 
incendiary that is credited with the 
destruction o Irbit, Orenburg, and Perm. The 
of the police has hitberto failed 
in afresting the series of conflagrations, fires 
taking place at Perm almost every dar. It is 
noticed that they mostly occurin houses close. 
to the t of the town which has thus far es- 
caped destruction. Police patrols have been es- 
tablished throughout the u to give notice of 
the first appearance of fire. The St. Petersburg 
Vedomos/i publishes a letter from Uralsk. in which 
it is asserted that the partial destruction of the 
town during the succession «wf res in May 
was due to the action of incendiaries. Upward 
of 500 buildings, comprising government oitices, 
bazaars, and churches were destroyed. Ad- 
vices from Oreubure mention that, the great- 
er part of the town having been destroyed aud 
nothing more remaining worth setting tire to, 
the incendiaries have suspended their opera- 
tions, and public confidence has been restored.”’ 
Gen. Krejanoveky is working energetically to 
provide quarters lor the people and to furnish 
them with food. It is greatly doubted whether 
the population will be entirely housed before 
the winter sets ip, as no less than 3,000 houses 
have been destroyed during the recent fires. 
About eighty persons are still im the hospitals 
under treatment for the injuries —— received in 
May. The Odessa Vesta/‘k u de that the 
Russian insurance companies are y con- 
cerned at the losses which they have sustained. 
an@ which are likely to be followed by others 
more serious still if the Ninilists carry out their 
threats. The effect of any more conflagra- 
tions like that of Orenburg will be to render m- 
eurance a matter of impossibility.” 


THE HALL MURDER. 


Two Theories of the Crime—Horrible Inci- 
dent at the Grave. 
New York Timea, June 14. 

During the day Police Commissioner Wheeler 
bad an interview with Superintendent Walling 
in the latter’s office, a third person being pres- 
ent. Mr. Wheeler said: “Mr. Walling, why 
don’t you arrest Blank for the murder, without 
losing any more time?” Because,“ answered 
the Superintendent, if I should arrest him he 
would at once and forever close bis mouth. I 
don’t want to close his mouth, so I allow him to 
remain free from arrest, but by no means free 
from a surveillance that wil note every signifi- 
cant action performed by him.” During the 
conversation the Superintendent gave in detail 
the reasons which convinced him that he sus- 
pected the rigbt person. The entire conver- 
sation was afterward learned by a Times report- 
er, and is given in substance below: ‘The sus- 
pected person was very near to the deceased, 
and lived in the same bouse. The first reason 
that directed police suspicion to him was the 
way in which the frent doors were found open 
on the morning of the murder. Both the out- 
side and the inside vestibule doors are double, 
one side of each being secured by the usual form 
of bolts running into the floor and ceiling, and 
the other side ouly being ordinarily opened. On 
this morning the boited sides of both were found 
open. No burglar or outside murderer ever was 
known during flight to open both sides of two 
doors, and the police at once concluded that the 
work was that of an “insider,” and was done to 
avert suspicion. Then, it was the first case 
known to the police in this country in which the 
“fire test’’ over the eves of a murdered person 
was evertried. That fact,combined with the other 
that that test, before the publication of the Hull 
murder, was probably unknown to any person 
outside of the medical profession, and aot eveu 
to all physicians, convinced the police that pot 
only was the murdereran ‘insider,’ but also 
that be was either a practicing physician or a 
medical scholar. What tended to strenethen 
this opinion was the additional fact that all the 
bandages iound on the body of Mrs. Hull were 
tied, not in ordinary knots, but fastened in 
surgical loops. When the police convi 
themselves that the murderer was both an in- 
sider and a medical scholar, the question as to 
who he was came up for solution. Experienced 
detectives reasoned that the murderer of Mrs. 
Hull was a person who was familiar with her, 
as it has seldom if ever happened that a mur- 
derer had stopped and handled the body of his 
victim with such cold and caleulating delibera- 
tion as that with which Mrs. Hull’s body was 
handled after death, unless be was on terms of 
great intimacy with his victim during life. When 
that was reached it was vot Jong before the po- 
lice singled from out the household the verson 
pointed to by their suspicions. As yet they 
have merely kept this suspected per- 
son under close watch. Supt. Walling 
will not allow nis arrest until some direct or 

itive evidence is procured. He, however, 
would at Once make the arrest if the jewels 
which were removed from Mrs. Hall’s person 
should be found in the house.

SPANISH MARRIAGES. 
Transiated rom a Parisian journal for The Tribune 
by Emme Staniey. 

The news of the approaching marriage of the 
young King of Spain, so soon efter the death of 
the Iufanta, sister of the poor little Queen who 
was prematurely taken away last year, naturally 
carries the mind to that period, so full of prom- 
ise, when all Madrid was en-fete on account of 
the marriage of a French Prince with an Infauta 
of Spain. This Prince was the Duke de Mont- 
pensier, father of the little Queen who died last 
year, and of her young sister, who io turn was 
stricken with death. No one then could have 
imagined sb many sorrows or such deep despair. 
Everywhere there was joy and festivity. That 
which gave to this marriage and to these fetes a 
character peculiarly French, was the presence of 
a party representing the literature of the time, 
headed by Alexandre Dumas, Auguste Maquet, 
Theopbile Gautier, and Amedee Achard; as 
well as a number of painters, among whom 
were Louis Boulanger and Eugene Giraud. 
Nothing could be more singular than the 
manner in which this Tittle colony lived 
in Madrid. Their headqu consisted 
of an immense ball, in whiclt two or 
three marriage-feasts might have been given 
at a time, and was furnished with a long, nar- 
row table of pine wood, some chairs, a sofa, and 
* sideboard. There was a most astonishing 

and -picturesque pell-mell of paint-boxes, sacs- 
de-huit, palettes, porte-cigars, pencils, brushes, 
razors, handkerchiefs, knives, cravate, brushes, 
and all those indispensables which travelers 
ane eet them. It was here, aud in æ suite of 
little rooms partitioned off, that the literary 
and artistic French caravan ordinarily took 
‘refuge. In one of the sprightly letters that he

addressed to journals at that time, 
Auredee Achard gave an amusing description 
of this curious life, where every one was assign- 
ed duties in —1＋ f with the general : 

„Dumas (i speak of the father) nas 
kitchen-department. He goes to market; then 
makes provision for breakfast, for which he pre- 
pares the menu, with the aid of Giraud, whose 
taste runs from omelette to jambon frit. Au- 
guste Maquet has been assigped to the charge 
of receiving strangers and entertaining visitors ; 

You 
know Macuet has ail the wit of a journalist 
and the elegant politeness of a diplomat. Louis 
Boulanger has been called to the difficult func- 
tions of general intendant. It is he who has 
the linen and effects in charge, who maintains 
order in the e, and keeps the accounts. 
Thanks to his constant efforts, everything is in 
an unexpected state of pict ue disorder. 
He gives to Alexandre the vests of Maquet, re- 
ciprocally to Maquet the cravats of Alexandre, 
and gH goes on as delightfully as possible. 
Ale re (I speak of the son) has for his only 
charge the making of the beds, in which employ- 
ment he acquits himself to the satisfaction of 
all. Wesbarolles bas been promoted to the hon- 
orable position of interpreter-io-chief. He is 
the dragoman of the company. Desbaroiles, 
who speaks Spanish like a Castilian, Italian like 
a Florentine, and German like a Professor of 
the Facalty of Hcideiberg, is the bond of union 
between the Freuch and the Spanish.

EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 


PACTS, FASHIONS, AND FUN. 
_ Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New York, June 11.—There seems to be an 
ingrained contempt among men in uniform for 
simple civilians. We see it here in New York 
amoug our police and militia. But it isso 
everywhere. The French soldier calis the civil- 
lan a pekiu “; and some of their Generals have 
often expressed an opinion that citizens were 
there to be fired at,—to serve as ‘targets. The 
German officers—at least some of them—are 
especially noted for this spirit. I recollect 
some years ago when a party of young Prus- 
sian officers “pinked’’ a cook in some Rhenish 
town. The cook, in this case, happened to be 
the chef-de-cuisine of Prince Albert, who was 
alive at the time; and, owing to this circum- 
stance, a great fuss was made about the matter 
—in the English papers, but nothing was done 
to the murderer. The same spirit still exists, 
but seldom has such au atrocious case been 
known, even in Germany, as that which was 
decided on May 25 at Wuerzburg. Some ten 
years ago a young officer, Fretheer Schenck 
von Geyern, was subjected to very Ul treatment 
by his Captain, and, a Court-Martial being held, 
the latter was pensioned out of the service. But 
it was this same Von Geyern who. was charged 
with iuhuman treatment ‘of recruits. A Ser- 
geant and two other subalterns were jointly in- 
dicted for the same offense. The Fourteenth 
Regiment of Bavarian Infantry was stationed 
at Nuremburg, and Von Geyern was in com- 


mand of the Seventh Company. His treatment 
ö of recruits was as follows: lie would order one 


or several of them to be taken in the middle of 
winter, and without any clothing whatever, into 
the barrack-yard, and there “scrubbed” with 
oat-straw, or with hard brushes, until the skin 
was bleeding. He was in the constant habit of 
striking bis recruits in the face with his fists, 
with his cane, or with a vataghan. When tired 
of this, he would pull their ears; and, should 
he have the slightest occasion to call them a 
‘‘schmutzfink (dirty fellow), he would have 
them cleaned in the above manner. But his 
great diversion was to give an order to the com- 
pany to send round a box on the ear. Each 
passed it on, and, unless a man was 
knocked down, the Lieutenant was not 
pleased. During this exercise be would 
walk up and down, laughing heartily. It 
was still worse for the poor soldier who was or- 
dered to pass along the company and receive a 
blow from each. The sub-officers were forced 
to carry out the tyrant’s wishes. One man was 
so terribly punished that the flags were wet 
with his tears.” The r soldiers seemed 
afraid to complain, and thus the treatment 
mignt have continued indefinitely were it not 
that civilians had witnessed the treatment, and 
the courts took up the matter. Sixty-six differ- 
ent assaults were sWorn to, and the witnesses 
numbered forty-eight. But this officer seemed 
to bave no conception of bis villainy. The re- 
cruits, he alleged, were fresh“ jas this is Ger- 
man-American slang I need not translate it}, 
“ forward, dirty, giddy, obstinate, uncomrade- 
like,’ etc. They were, further, “nothing but 
peasants, without any feelings of honor, and 
could not be injured by his treatment.“ Or, 
else, most of the treatment was only fora 
joke. It is a satisfaction to know that this 
ruffian bas been sentenced to two years“ impris- 
oument at hard labor, and to be dismissed the 
service. The subalterns received a few months’ 
imprisonment each. — 

A regular disease bas broken out among the 
German tramps along the Rhine, and it has be- 
come somewhat alarming. It is called the ‘* beg- 
gars’ plague,” and is contagious. ‘The system of

Ascot race week always brings 
together a large company at Frogmore, and 
the Princess’ carriages and ber husband’s drag 
are well-known sights on the brilliant ground. 
Iu them may be seen many famous people in 
the literary and musical world, and an invita- 
2 to Frogmore at this period is strongly cov- 
et / 

A certain special friendliness prevails between 
the household of Princess Christian and that of 
ber Russian sister-in-law. Outsiders know t- 
tle of the Duchess of Edinburg, though her ex- 
treme cleverness and many accomplishments 
are quite famous. Not long ago a voung gen- 
tleman of Oxford fame, who was invited to tea 
at Clarence House, was almost put to shame by 
bis hostess’ brilliant knowledge of his spores 
studies, and he geclared he had some difficulty 
in responding to her eager inquiries, which 
showed so perfect a comprebension ‘of intricate 
questions of science and philosophy. The Duch- 
ess is a verv loving and capable mother, it is 
said, and looks positively pretty surrounded by 
her babies, who have all inherited her redun- 
dant good heaith. Her perfect phydque, by the 
way, is one of her boasts over English wom- 
en. who, in spite of their reputa- 
tion for strengtb, have nearly always 
some ailment. “I wouoder bow many 
English women could do what I am doing,“ she 
remarked to a friend calling upon her three 
weeks after a severe Ulness, when the Duchess 
appeared in blooming health, ready to entertain 
a dinner-party; and indeed this vitality, added 
to her intelligence, makes the charm of ber 
otherwise plain face and somewhat stiff manner. 
Cold, shrewd, and penurious, the Duke of Edin- 
burg is not generally liked. His handsome 
face and fine figure are familiar to Londonera, 
but he is rarely received with enthusiasm. The 
Duke of Connaught is emphatically the personal 
favorite, aithough the Prince of Wales com- 
mands the devoted admiration of the multitude. 
It is no idle story of Royal praise that the young 
Duke of Connaught is the cheva'ier sans peur et 
sans reproche of England. His life is stainless, 
and his demeanor so amiable and modest that 
he has made friends on every side, who haves 
gived his little bride a loving welcome for his 
sake. She herself promises to hold a place with 
the people, as well as her new relatives. From 
her first appearance at Queensboruugh ber mau- 
ner has been charming. There is no regular 
beauty in ber face, but its expression is beauti- 
ful, the smile winning, the eves soft brown and 
full of intelligence; and added to her look of 
girtish vouthfulness is a frank, simple dignity, 
whith bas recalled to all minds the lovely 
Princess Alexandra of older, hapoler days. 

The Queen's most constant companions are 
now her two unmarried children, Beatrice and 
Leopold. ‘The former has inherited mach of 
her mother’s cleverness in music and scientific 
study, but the people know ber only by sight; 
her pretty, cold face appears photographed in 
every shop window, and is familiar to all 
Windsor people, for she drives, rides, and walks 
in the peighdorbood of the castle constantly. 
Reserved and proud in temperament, she can 
scareely be called a favorite, yet many stories of 
her filial devotion are told. Life must be weari- 
some for any unmarried daughter of a Royal 
house; the conventionalities which trammel ber 
ure so Many and marriage is the only means of 
estape; but in these days royal varta grow 
rarer. Princess Beatrice is the only child of 
Victoria whose destiny is not settled, for Prince 
Leopold will never marry. He is a confirmed 
invalid, his life sometimes so nearly on the 
wane that his pale face and slight, delicate figure 
are regarded anxiously. He has many friends, 
to whom he is proverbially courteous and kind, 
but existence grows oftentimes a burden to him, 
knowing that his Ulness is incurable. 


NAMES OF PARIS STREETS. 
Paris Letter. 

The Rue de Morny is hereafter to be known 
as the Rue Pierre-Charron. Since it was open- 
ed in 1777 this street has borne twelve names. 
It was Rue d’Angouleme under Louis XVI.; 
Rue de l' Union under the First Re publie; Rue 
d’Angouleme efter the Restoration; Rue de la 
Charte in 1830, though soon after it became for 
a third time Rue d’Angouleme: Rue de l' Union 
in 1840: Rue d' Angouleme yet again in 1848: 
Rue de Morny under the Republic of 1848; Rue 
de la Commune during the reign of the Reds in 
1871; and since then Rue de Morny. A little- 
known anecdote of Lamartine will serve to 
show how streets sometimes get their names in 
Paris. About the ugliest street in. Paris is that 
which since 1848 has borne the name of the 
great writer. Before the downfall of the 
monarchy of July it was Rue Coquenard, 
and among its inhabitants was a clever young 
painter named Fourreau. who hated with a 
deadly hatred its decidedly vulgar name, but 
liked his studio too well to move. When the 
revolution of February came, Fourreau sat up 
all night painting street signs of the official 
sort, and at early dawn he was out with a ladder 
naihng them up at the corners. The dwellers 
who had gone to bed on the Rue Coquenard 
wakened to find themselves on the Rue Lamar- 
tine; but there was no protest, Saint Alphonse 
de Paruy being the most popular of the chiefs 
of the new Republic; and from that day to this 
the street bas kept its name. As Lamartine 
used to say: My name has replaced M. 
Coquenard’s on a street-sign; that is all that 
came of the revolution of February.“ It ia 
worth mentioning that a few months ago the 
Parisian authorities did a dec‘dediy neat thing 
in giving Hell street the name of the gallant 
defender of Belfort—getting rid of the Enfer 
and making it Denfert-Rochereau. After 1830 
the Rae @ Artois was changea in name to the 
Rue Laffitte, aud it is recorded that an old 
Legitimist nobleman living there refused to re- 
ceive letters aud papers addressed to him Rue 
Laflitte; be remained faithful to the monarchi- 
cal name till the day that—to the satisfaction of 
the /ost-Otlice people—he died.
